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City officials still fighting to stop injection well

Romulus officials are doing everything possible to pre¬ 
vent two hazardous waste injection wells from becoming 
operational, according to Economic Development 
Director Tim Keyes. 

However, the avenues left open are becoming few and 
far betweea The Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
announced last month that it would renew the under¬ 
ground injection control permits for Environmental 
Disposal Systems (EDS). 

The permits will allow EDS to dispose of hazardous 
liquid waste by injecting it into the two wells. 

One major hurdle still in the way of EDS is the 
requirement of an operating license from the State of 
Michigan to dump the waste. That license is still under 
review by the Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality (MDEQ). according to Keyes 

‘‘"We hope that the MDEQ takes its time and looks at all 
angles of these injection wells and what they will do to 
these communities,” said Keyes. ‘We hope, in doing that, 
the MDEQ will not give EDS an operating license.”

Officials from both Romulus and Taylor have written a 
formal letter of objection to the MDEQ about the issuance 
of an operating license to EDS. 

The letter contains 12 concerns that city officials see as 
serious problems with an approval of the license, said 
Keyes. 

Among these are concerns over site access, the storage 
of hazardous waste and combustible materials in railroad 
cars and the fact that there is no need for the well, to 
begin with. 

“We actually looked at the viability in this area of this 
well,” said Keyes. “We found that there is no necessity for 


it The closest well to us is located in Ohio and that well is 
only operating at 30 percent capacity. So based on the 
lack of use of existing facilities, we find that there is no 
need for this well.” 

Many state and local representatives have tried to stop 
EDS from pumping hazardous material into the wells for 
more than 12 years. 

Earlier this year, Sunoco Oil filed a petition with the 
EPA asking them to reconsider an exemption issued to 
EDS in March. 

The exemption freed EDS from federal restrictions on 
land disposal of hazardous waste for the two injection 
wells, which are located in the city of Romulus. 

Environmental Disposal Systems, a company that dis¬ 
poses of hazardous waste, would use the wells, which are 
about 4.200 feet below the surface, to hold hazardous liq¬ 
uid wastes-including acids and heavy metals like mer¬ 
cury, chromium and nickel. 

But Sunoco has received all the necessary permits 
from the state to operate brine disposal and extraction 
wells in the same formation as EDS.

Romulus resident asks

But for Martie Casmer. the 
months leading up to her sched¬ 
uled Oct. 9 wedding day were 
more than she ever expected. Of 
course she hardly expected the 
U.S. border patrol to get 
involved. 

Casmer, a life-long resident of 
Romulus, met Juan Roberto 
Villeda-Guerra, while working as 
a general manager at Max & 
Erma’s restaurant in Livonia. 

He asked Casmer out for 
months, but there was no way the 
two could date because manage¬ 
ment was not allowed to date the 


staff, Casmer said. 

A couple of weeks later, 
Vidella quit and the two quickly 
began dating 

It’s not exactly an uncommon 
story, but for Casmer and Vidella 
one thing was different: Vidella 
was a Guatemalan citizen work¬ 
ing in the U.S. on a visa. 

He came to the U.S. 1996 with 
many family members to find a 
better life. They all entered the 
country legally, first with visita¬ 
tion visas, that were later 
upgraded to working visas. 

On Christmas Eve last year, 
Vidella asked Casmer to marry 
him in front of her entire family. 

The two set the wedding date 
for Oct 9. 

As he prepared for his 
impending nuptials. Vidella for¬ 
got to renew his visa. When the

Romulus High School fails to achieve federal Annual Yearly Progress standards

According to the Michigan 
Department of Education 
Adequate Yearly Progress 
reports (AYP), a large number of 
state high schools aren’t making 
the grade. 

On tests taken last spring 436 
Michigan high schools - 47 per¬ 
cent statewide - didn’t score high 
enough, test enough students or 
graduate enough seniors to meet 
standards under the federal No 
Child Left Behind Act, according 
to 2004 School Report Cards 
released Thursday. That’s up 
from 33 percent in 2003. 


Romulus High School failed 
to meet AYP requirements. 

The goal of the No Child Left 
Behind program is to close the 
achievement gap by gradually 
raising standards until 2014 
when all students must be profi¬ 
cient in math and reading. 
Schools that receive federal 
money and fail to meet the stan¬ 
dards face penalties that include 
having to provide tutoring 

Schools can fail for a number 
of reasons, from not enough stu¬ 
dents taking the Michigan 
Education Assessment Program 
(MEAP) test to poor scores. 

While the number of high 
school students taking the MEAP 


test increased this past year, 110 
schools still did not reach the 
federal requirement that 95 per¬ 
cent of all their juniors take the 
test - causing 21 otherwise high- 
performing high schools to not 
make AYP for that reason alone. 

One of the schools that 
received a grade of B was Wayne 
Memorial High School. Wayne 
was also one of the schools that 
didn’t make AYP And the district 
superintendent said he believes 
this system is terribly flawed. 

“It’s ludicrous,” said Greg 
Baracy, Wayne-Westland 
Community Schools superinten¬ 
dent “Michigan shot itself in the 
foot here.” 


Baracy may have a point In 
the four areas in which students 
are tested: English Language 
Arts, Math, Science and Social 
Studies; Belleville High School, 
which did make AYR had marks 
of F,F,D,D, respectively. Wayne 
Memorial got Cs across the 
board. 

“I think when parents look at 
the grade, they’ll understand 
that’s not a reflection of the 
whole school,” Baracy said. “But 
we have to help those students 
make the grades. We have to lift 
them up.” 

Part of the reason more 
schools failed is because more 
were included on report cards 


this year, thus more are being 
caught by the federal rules, 
which include requiring all stu¬ 
dents to perform well regardless 
of race, economic status or dis¬ 
ability. 

State Schools Superintendent 
Tom Watkins could not be 
reached for comment 

Baracy said Wayne did make 
AYE However, because sub¬ 
groups became a component this 
year, Wayne received a failing 
grade in the report. Baracy 
added that of 66 students in one 
sub-group, four didn’t make pro¬ 
ficiency at Wayne.

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Young musician hopes to help Yankee Air Museum

Jason Hartless Jr, a resident 
of Fraser, just released his first 
CD First Division and, instead of 
spending his earnings on toys, 
treats and other things that 
other 10-year-old boys like to 
buy, he decided to donate all of 
the proceeds to the Yankee Air 
Museum in Belleville. 

“I have memories of going 
there and watching all the 
planes go by and meeting all 
the different veterans and 
pilots/’ he said “I wanted to do 
something for them.” 

The fire that destroyed the 
old museum began sometime 
around 6:30 p.m. July 9. By 
about 7:05 p.m. the entire 
hangar was engulfed, destroy¬ 
ing the collection of artifacts, 
photos, books and other World 
War I and II memorabilia The 
tragedy struck a chord with the 
young musiciaa 

“When he found out about 
the museum he ran down the 


stairs to tell me. It really upset 
him and that’s how I knew how 
much it meant to him,” said his 
father, Jasoa “So we called up 
the museum and told them 
what Jason wanted to do. They 
couldn’t have been more excit¬ 
ed.” 

“It was the best phone call 
we’ve received and I was lucky 
enough to get it from Jason’s 
dad,” said Debbie Stewart, 
events coordinator at the 
Yankee Air Museum. 

It may not sound like a typi¬ 
cal response for a 10-year-old, 
but Jason Jr. is not typical, his 
father said. He learned to play 
drums before he could walk. 

“Some kids go in a crib and 
cry, but he picked up drum¬ 
sticks,” said Hartless. 

By age 5, he played with 
adult rock groups and a year 
later, he could play everything 
from 1940s jazz, swing to heavy 
metal hard rock and did so in 
various area clubs. 

“He has a passion for any 
kind of music,” said Hartless.

That passion shined through 
and drew in Corky Lang, the 
drummer from Mountain, 
Richie Scarlet, the lead gui¬ 
tarist with the Ace Frehley 
Band and Tommy Cluefetos, the 
drummer for Ted Nugent and 
Alice Cooper, to contribute to 
the making of his CD. 

Since the younger Hartless 
is interested in history, his CD 
mixes together rock W roll and 
history. His most powerful song 


on the album, Letters from the 
Front, incorporates a patriotic 
theme, and describes a father 
and son’s correspondence dur¬ 
ing a war. Jason said the song 
pays tribute to all the soldiers 
and their families who have 
made sacrifices for our country. 

“It’s a great heartfelt song 
that is something that you don’t 
get to hear all the time,” he 
said. “Plus, Jason got to write 
the song with his favorite drum¬ 
mer.” 

And the young protege is not 
timid when it comes to playing 
music with the pros. He consid¬ 
ers it to be routine. 

“It’s just like performing 
with my regular band—you do 
it and you feel normal,” he said. 

In January, he wall take the 
stage at the Canton Village 
Theater where he will once 
again do his part to help 
rebuild the Yankee Air 
Museum. 

“The way that Jason looks at 
doing this fundraiser is preserv¬ 
ing the history, because people 


like him don’t forget,” said 
Hartless. “He’s met so many 
pilots at the museum, and he 
didn’t have to go far to enjoy it 
The museum was his home and 
if he wants to do things like this 
we support him. We hope that 
people come together and won’t 
forget about the museum 6 
months from now.” 

In the future, young Jason 
said he would like to perform 
with one of his favorite musi¬ 
cians—Alice Cooper. And he 
believes that he probably will 
now that his drum teacher is 
part of Cooper’s band. 

But for now, Jason Jr is look¬ 
ing to play music with children 
his own age. 

“You have to remember that 
he’s still a kid, and as talented 
as he is, we still let him be a 
normal kid number one,” said 
his father.

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Sunoco plans to store natural gas for 
future use in the formation. When the gas 
is in demand, Sunoco would then bring up 
the gas and replace it with brine or salt 
water. 

If EDS were also allowed use of the 
wells to dump the hazardous waste, 
Sunoco could bring the hazardous waste 
to the surface when it brought up the gas, 
opponents of the well charge. 

With the issuance of the new permits, 
last month, the EPA said that based on an 
extensive review of the EDS petition for 
exemption, scientific data and public com¬ 
ments, “the waste will stay confined to a 
layer of rock deep underground and will 
not threaten human health or the environ¬ 
ment” 

The original permits were issued in 
April 1998 and expired in October 2003. 
The average daily volume of waste inject¬ 
ed is estimated to be more than 240,000 
gallons and the maximum pressure 
allowed would be 765 pounds per square 


inch. 

The EPA said that new conditions were 
added in the draft permits, including, 
changes to the waste analysis plan, the 
injection rate and pressure, the plugging 
plan and limitations on several kinds of 
hazardous waste. 

These changes were made to make the 
permits consistent with the exemption to 
the federal ban on the land disposal of 
hazardous waste. 

The EPA reviewed and responded to 
118 comments made by the public about 
the newly renewed draft permits. In 
response to one of those comments, the 
EPA said that additional computer model¬ 
ing, by EDS, was requested to consider a 
claim that the layer of underground rock 
confining the waste thins significantly 
about 45 miles to the northeast of the 
wells. 

The additional modeling requested 
confirmed that the area of review was 
appropriate. The EPA said it is a large 
enough area that the pressure located 
beyond the area would be too low to force 
injected waste up into sources of drinking 
water through any opening, such as an old 
unplugged well. 


Schools 
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“Both our schools got a B,” Baracy said. 
“That’s among the highest letter grades 
you can get Not too many schools in the 
state can say they placed that high.” 

Canton High School and Northville 
High School earned Bs as well. However, 
these schools failed to make AYP based 
on one criterion, which states that 95 per¬ 
cent of students must take the tests. 

Both Romulus High School and Salem 
High School also failed to make AYP 
because of subgroups. Subgroups are 
those students from minority groups, low- 
income homes, special education, or who 
have poor English speaking skills. 
Romulus and Salem received a C and a B, 
respectively. 

Some officials respect those criterion 
and are prepared to make sure the next 
set of students tests well on the MEAP 

“Our goal every year is to make AYR” 
said Salem principal Gerald Ostoia “But 
we don’t just do it for the state, we want to 
make sure all our kids have a quality edu- 


catioa” 

Ostoin said the conditions are fair, as 
they are the same statewide. He added 
that his school’s overall grade was an A, 
but fell to a B because of those subgroups. 

Plymouth-Canton Community Schools 
are taking steps to assure they make AYP 
next year, as well. 

An academic support center has been 
established for students who might have 
struggled in middle school. The center is 
designed to help those students in areas 
in which they don’t fare well. There are 
also “block” classes for high school fresh¬ 
men who struggle with reading The stu¬ 
dents stay with one teacher for the school 
year who will help them improve their 
reading skills. 

Only two schools in the area failed to 
make AYP based on low test scores. Both 
Inkster High School and the 
Starkweather Center did not make AYP 
due to low math and English/language 
arts scores. 

Of the 683 high schools receiving 
grades in the EducationYES! Report 
Card, 49 received an A; 322 received a B; 
and 254 received a C. That compares to 25 
As, 200 Bs, and 282 Cs last year.

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couple realized what happened, 
they assumed that after their 
wedding he would receive a 
green card and be able to stay in 
the country. 

On Aug 3, Vidella decided to 
go out on a friend’s boat for the 
day. When they arrived at the 
dock at Lake Erie Metro Park, 
his friend found that someone 
had tried to steal his boat. He 
went into the main office to com¬ 
plain and Vidella and another 
friend stayed outside. 

A U.S boarder patrol agent 
approached the two men who 
were speaking Spanish and 
asked to see their paperwork. 
Vidella’s friend was a U.S. citi¬ 
zen, but he was not so lucky. 

He was immediately taken 
into custody and detained for 2 


days. 

Casmer hired an immigration 
attorney to try and help straight¬ 
en out the situatioa 

Three days after Vidella had 
been taken into custody, Casmer 
was finally able to see him 
through a glass window and talk 
to him by phone. 

On the way home from her 
visit with Vidella that first day, 
Casmer and her mother were 
involved in a serious accident 
that left an open hole in 
Casmer’s leg as well as air bag 
bums and bruises all over her 
body. 

During the next month, the 
couple did everything they could 
think of to hold on until Vidella’s 
court date in early September 

“Then, all of sudden, I get this 
phone call from Juan telling me 
that they tried to deport him,” 
she said. “He was literally at the 
airport and on the plane, but 


because of the hurricanes in 
Florida, the plane wasn’t able to 
takeoff” 

Vidella made it to his court 
date, but there was nothing that 
could be done. He was deported 
just 2 weeks before the wedding 
date. 

Now Casmer is taking a leap 
of faith intent on having her wed¬ 
ding day. 

On Dec. 7, she is leaving to go 
to Guatemala to marry Vidella. 
Even then, it will be more than a 
year before the two will be able 
to come back to the U.S. 

Once Casmer is in Guatemala 
she said it will be difficult for her 
to find work, because she does 
not speak Spanish and with 
everything from the $9,000 lost on 
the wedding to the fees for the 
immigration attorney, Casmer 
has no money left 

“I lost my apartment and had 
to move in with my mom,” she 


said. “This thing took everything 
I had from me.” 

Now, the Romulus community 
has a chance to help.

President Bush signed this law on 
October 4, 2004. The law's primary 
purpose was to extend several tax 
provisions that either had expired or 
would soon expire. 


The Act extended through 2010 the 
$1,000 child tax credit, the expanded 10% 
income tax bracket, and the larger 15% 
tax bracket and standard deduction for 
married couples (double those of single 
taxpayers). The increase in the alternative 
minimum tax exemption ($40,250 for 
singles, $58,000 for couples) was 
extended through 2005. 

The $250 above-the-line deduction for 
classroom supplies paid for by teachers 
and the full $2,000 deduction for the 
purchase of clean-fuel vehicles were 
reinstated for 2004 and 2005. A number of 
business tax credits, including the 
research and development credit, were 
extended through 2005. 

American Jobs Creation Act of 2004. 


This $138 billion export subsidy repeal 
bill was used by Congress as a vehicle for 
some unrelated tax provisions. The Act 
brings important changes for U.S. 
manufacturers and multinational 
corporations, but small businesses, 
farmers, and individual taxpayers will also 
be affected. 

The Act allows taxpayers to take a 
federal tax deduction for state and local 
sales tax in lieu of state and local income 
tax in 2004 and 2005. The rules on 
charitable deductions for donating 
vehicles to charity are tightened. 
Taxpayers will be allowed to deduct only 


the amount a charity receives if the 
organization sells the vehicle. If the charity 
keeps and uses the vehicle, the taxpayer 
must get documentation of the vehicle's 
value from the organization. 

In other provisions, the Act extends 
through 2007 the $100,000 (adjusted 
annually for inflation) expensing limit for 
business equipment purchases. The 
amount of first-year expensing for sport 
utility vehicles (SUVs) used in business is 
limited to $25,000. The S corporation 
rules are changed to allow 100 
shareholders, and family shareholders 
will be combined and treated as one.

First of several new Westland restaurants opens next week

The first of several new 
restaurants planned on outlots at 
the Westland Mall will greet 
patrons next week. 

Johnny Carino’s Italian 
Restaurant will open on Monday, 
Nov. 15 after a grand opening cer¬ 
emony, according to Rob Bruce, 
president ofTbmatto Grotto, LLC, 
which owns the development 
rights for the chain in Michigan 
and Wisconsia 

Located in the Westridge 
Center on Warren Road, across 
from the mall, the restaurant is 
part of a nation-wide chain that 
started in 1997, according to 
Bruce. He said the demographics 
of the community and the high- 
visibility of the site provided a 
perfect match for their fifth 
Michigan restaurant 

“We’re real excited about the 
area,” he said. “We’re fortunate to 
have found a pretty unique site at 
the heart of the action.” 

The restaurant will bring 
about 150 new jobs to the city and 
provide a different type of cui¬ 
sine, Bruce said. They provide a 
wide variety of Italian dishes but 
are perhaps best known for their 
12-layer lasagna 

The restaurant, from the 
inside out, is designed to fit the 
motif of an Italian country house, 
he said. Inside, patrons will find 
antique framed family pictures, 


Italian ceramics, wood and stone 
walls, colorful mismatched wood¬ 
en chairs and small dining rooms. 

The outside of the structure, 
with its unique architecture, has 
already drawn some compli¬ 
ments, Bruce said. All of the 
restaurants have the same gener¬ 
al look. 

“It’s evolved somewhat, over 
the years,” he said. ‘This is the 
look of the latest and the greatest 

“We’ve had a lot of feedback,” 
he added. “The curb appeal is 
pretty phenomenal.” 

There are currently 126 
Johnny Carino’s restaurants in 23 
states and four countries. Fired 
Up, Inc, which owns the chain, 
has development agreements 
with 20 franchise partners that 
will greatly contribute to a mas¬ 
sive, ambitious expansion pro¬ 
ject Bruce said. 

“We’ll have about 140 of the 
restaurants open by the end of 
the year,” he said. 
This is the first foray into restau¬ 
rant ownership for Bruce, 
although he has had experience 
with some aspects of the industry. 
He formerly worked for a com¬ 
mercial lending firm, providing 
the financing for new restaurant 
ventures and said. 

“I saw hundreds of different 
concepts and this one was very 
special to me,” he said. 

The restaurant has already 
planned to be proactive in the 
community, too, with a charity 


VIP event designed to generate 
funds for Kicks for Kids, the 
ongoing effort to fund new soccer 
fields for Curtis Woods Park in 
Westland. That took place yester¬ 
day. - 

The restaurant is the first of 
five that are planned near the 
mall, most of which will be open 


by the holidays. Among them are 
a Rio Bravo, a Panera Bread and 
another Mexican-themed restau¬ 
rant that will take the place of the 
former Sign of the Beefcarver 
Bruce said the new eateries, 
along with the recently opened 
restaurants further west on 
Warren Road, shouldn’t provide 


too much competition for the 
expanding chain.

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Contagious cooperation 

As Northville Township Supervisor Mark Abbo said recently, part¬ 
nerships are contagious these days. 

That’s definitely a good thing, given that municipalities of all types 
will be asked to do more with less in the coming years. That’s also why 
the partnership symposium that will take place at Plymouth High 
School next week is such a good idea 

Fbr those who don’t know, this is a chance for elected and appoint¬ 
ed leaders in the Plymouths, the Northvilles Canton Township and 
the school district to get together and brainstorm about how they can 
help each other. 

There’s more going on here than meets the eye. This is not just a 
situation where the big guys - like the three still rapidly-developing 
townships - are stepping up to help out the smaller, built up cities. It's 
a recognition that everyone will be in the same position, eventually, 
and that more cooperation is needed between all areas of govern¬ 
ment 

It doesn’t just mean working together on large, visible issues, like 
the joint dispatch and community fire department between the city 
and township of Plymouth, the joint parks and recreation, senior ser¬ 
vices and now dispatch and lockup agreements between the two 
Northvilles. There are plenty of ways to work together and save 
money on the smaller scale, too, and those dollars will add up. 

It’s a perfect time to schedule such a get-together, too. Elections 
have just been decided in the townships, and although the Northville 
Township Board will remain relatively the same, with only a single 
new member and Canton Township will welcome two new board 
members, Plymouth Township has a new supervisor and a new 
trustee to welcome aboard. It’s a good time to get everyone on the 
same page 

With luck, they’ll stay there, too. It’s most likely that the difficult 
economic picture has spurred this symposium and the talks about 
increased governmental cooperation The economy won’t stay soft for¬ 
ever, though. Things will pick up - it’s an inevitable part of the cycle. 

When they do, we hope this concept of governmental cooperation 
to keep down costs - and therefore taxes - is one that will survive. 
Limiting government expense, trimming the fat and working coopera¬ 
tively to provide good service is a good idea, no matter what the econ¬ 
omy is like. 

A step toward consistency 

The Westland City Council took a big step on a relatively small issue 
last week when they approved an increase in the application fee home- 
owners must pay to split up and redevelop their property. 

It was an attempt to bring the fee more in line with the costs to the city, 
which are estimated at about $780, on average. The council decided, on a 
5-2 majority, that the proposed $750 jump in price was too big of an 
increase, though, and instead approved a $500 fee, with regular cost 
increases. 

It was a good step, although not necessarily a complete one, and it 
could send out a mixed message to the public. 

If the concept behind the increase in fee was to recoup all of the city 
costs, why not just pass along the higher fee? 

Well, some of the reasoning behind that was the huge leap from $40 
along with the cost of requesting a lot split in similar communities - 
which is not that high. 

Council President Pro-tem Jim Godbout brought up a good point 
about that, though, when he pointed out that the city should pay equally 
as much attention to what it costs the city as to what a lot split request 
costs in other communities. It may be that they, like Westland, had not vis-

She 
never mentioned that she was 
the wife of Attorney General 
Mike Cox, not in our endorse¬ 
ment interviews, or my conver¬ 
sations with her I’ve heard that 
at functions, she asked those 
who introduced her not to make 
any mention of it, either. She 
wanted to run on her own mer¬ 
its, not mere name recognition. 

Good for her, I said. She was 
more than qualified for the job, 
anyway. 

What frustrated me was that 
every time I read about her can¬ 
didacy, that fact was noted, if 
not highlighted.

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Municipalities grappling with health care costs

Employers across the nation 
are wrestling with the increasing 
costs of health care, and munici¬ 
pal officials are no different 

In a time when most munici¬ 
pal budgets are remaining rela¬ 
tively stagnant or decreasing, 
those increasing costs continue 
to put a greater burden on the 
overall budget, according to offi¬ 
cials. 

Costs have, in some cases, 
doubled during the past several 
years, but there may be signs that 
the huge increases have reached 
a plateau. 

“They’re never going to go 
down, but hopefully they’ll level 
off,” said Robert English, assis¬ 
tant city manager and director of 
personnel for the City of Wayne. 

Wayne, like many municipali¬ 
ties, is attempting to lower the 
burden of providing health care 
to employees through union 


negotiations. Officials recently 
approved an agreement with the 
police officer’s union that called 
for members to pay a higher pre¬ 
scription drug co-pay. It also 
mandates that new employees 
will be covered through a 
Health Maintenance 
Organization (HMO), unless they 
volunteered to pay more for Blue 
Cros^Blue Shield. 

English said it was something 
that everyone had to deal with. 

“You read about it every day,” 
he said. “It’s just how you man¬ 
age it We try to deal with it by 
increasing the out of pocket 
expenses for employees. 

“It’s not just in the city,” he 
added. “It’s everywhere. It’s a big 
cost, no doubt about it. That’s 
why we needed some commit¬ 
ment (from the unions).” 

Wayne Finance Director Tim 
McCurley said the costs of pro¬ 
viding health care have 
increased between 15 and 20 per¬ 
cent in each of the last 2 years. 


When he served in the same 
capacity in Westland, he saw a 50 
percent jump in 2 years there, 
too. It became most notable after 
the Sept 11 terrorist attacks in 
2001 . 

“The insurance companies 
had investments in the stock mar¬ 
ket, too,” he said. ‘They had to 
increase their fees to make up 
their revenue.” 

Other cash-strapped munici¬ 
palities are dealing with the 
same phenomenon. Costs have 
increased by 15 percent in the 
past 2 years in Belleville. About 
7.2 percent of the general fund 
budget is spent on health care, 
according to Treasurer Brian 
Bemis. 

Belleville is also negotiating 
with unions to bring those costs 
down, according to City Manager 
Steve Walters. 

“With the state revenue going 
up 1 or 2 percent a year, and 
when you have an expense that 
goes up 15 percent in just the last 


year, it’s painfully obvious that 
health care costs are a problem 
in regards to budget cuts,” he 
said. “If s extreme” 

The City of Northville spends 
about $896,000 on health care - 
about 15 percent of the total gen¬ 
eral fund - but not all of that 
money comes from the general 
fund, according to Assistant City 
Manager and Finance Director 
Nickie Batesoa 

The City of Plymouth is in a 
slightly different position. That 
municipality is self-insured, 
which means they pay for all of 
their health care costs, according 
to Finance Director Mark 
Christiansen. Their budget is 
about $1 million for health care, 
which is about twice what it was 
5 years ago. 

Being self-insured has 
allowed the city to control their 
costs, somewhat - they’ve seen an 
average increase of about 11 per¬ 
cent in each of the last 5 years - 
but it does produce wild fluctua-

While imprisoned on the 
remote island of a mad scien¬ 
tist villain they use the one 
means of transportation avail¬ 
able, a white and blue RV All 
right, so there’s a little more to 
it They attach it to a rocket 
ship with the limber limbs of 
Elastigirl but it’s still a 
Winnebago. 

The vehicle hits the ground 
running with the super-strong 
Mr Incredible at the helm and 
children Violet who’s hard to 
envision at times, and the 
quick-on-his-feet Dash in tow. 
Elastigirl and Mr. Incredible 
have a husband and wife 
moment as they argue which 
exit on the freeway wall expe¬ 
dite their attempt to save the 
world the quickest 

Director Brad Bird and 
entire creative team do an 
amazing job with the anima¬ 
tion, which at times makes the 
RV appear realistic. The RV 
scene, along with Dash’s run¬ 
ning on water scene, is quite — 
excuse the pun—incredible. 

The Incredibles has quite the 
pedigree. The geniuses that 
brings this super-power family- 
fun movie to “life” is the 
Academy Award winning team 
that brought audiences Toy 
Story, Monsters, Inc. and Finding 
Nemo. 

The Incredibles is a family of 
former superheroes who are 
forced into a superhero reloca¬ 
tion program where they have to 
live normal civilian lives. Bob 
Parr (AKA Mr. Incredible), 
voiced by Craig T. Nelson, was 
once one of the world’s top 
masked crime fighters who 
fought evil and saved lives on a 


daily basis. Fifteen years later, 
because the masses said they no 
longer needed superheroes and 
have sued to make their point, 
he is forced into hiding in the 
suburbs where he takes on a job 
as a pencil-pushing clock- 
punching insurance man. The 
only things he fights now are 
boredom and an expanding 
waistline. 

His wife Helen Parr—a 
famous former superhero in her 
own right, Elastigirl—is now a 
stay-at-home mom who watches 
over their three children, Violet, 
Dash and the devilishly cute 
baby Jack-Jack 

Things change when Bob 
receives a mysterious summons 
to a remote island for a top- 
secret assignment He must dis¬ 
able a giant fighting robot creat¬ 


ed by Syndrome, the owner of 
the island. Once successful, the 
job revives Mr. Incredible’s itch 
to return to his crime-fighting 
ways and renews his vigor for 
life and reconnects himself with 
his family. 

The past catches up to Mr. 
Incredible, though, because 
Syndrome has his own agenda. 
Voiced by Jason Lee, he is pow¬ 
ered with futuristic gadgets that 
give him superhero-like powers. 
His goal is to eradicate all for¬ 
mer super heroes - including 
Mr. Incredible - and send his 
monstrous robots to the main¬ 
land to destroy everything. 

While Mr. Incredible avoids 
death he is, however, detained 
as Syndrome’s prisoner. With 
the help of fashion designer and 
former super-suit maker Edna 


who is one of the funniest char¬ 
acters in the film. 

The film has a 60s retro 
comic book feel to it, which 
works well with the characters, 
setting and story. With a futuris¬ 
tic edge and creative gadgetry 
The Incredibles takes on a buffed 
up if-The Jetsons-were-super- 
heroes feel. 

Although The Incredibles is 
quite impressive, funny and 
adventurous on its own merit, it 
is doubtful that Shrek 2 has to 
worry about being knocked off 
its pedestal as the highest-gross¬ 
ing computer animated film to 
date - not until Shrek 3, anyway.

Photography exhibit continues in Northville

A chance comment brought 
fine art photographer Robert 
Zeichner to Northville Camera 
and Digital Imaging (NCDD, but 
it was talent that earned him the 
opportunity to display his works 
in the gallery attached to the 
store. 

The show, which displays 46 
of his black and white pho¬ 
tographs from around the world, 
marks the second time his work 
has been displayed within the 
city 

“Several years ago, I had a 
similar show on a much smaller 
scale at the Dancing Eye gallery 
here in Northville,” said 
Zeichner. “They were the first 
gallery to show my work.” 

Though he grew up with an 
artist’s eye trained on the world 
around him, Zeichner said that 
he did not begin to seriously con¬ 
sider earning a living through his 
photography until about 10 years 
ago. 

“I’ve been making pho¬ 
tographs since I was 10 years old- 
long before I had a camera,” he 
said. “It’s the sort of thing that 
doesn’t happen all at once.” 

Since his introduction at the 
Dancing Eye almost a decade 
ago, Zeichner has been at the 
center of about 30 shows across 
the state. 


Ironically, Zeichner said that 
during a recent visit to town, it 
was the owner of the Dancing 
Eye who recommended that he 
apply for an exhibition at NCDI. 

Tom James, the owner of 
NCDI, said he was “blown away” 
by the “intense quality” of the 
photographs. The result was a 
one-man show scheduled to run 
through Dec.7. 

The exhibit, which opened 
last week, represents pictures 
shot by Zeichner while in 
Greece, Death Valley, and 
upstate New York. 

“It’s kind of a mixed bag— 
eastern landscapes, western 
landscapes, architectural,” said 
Zeichner. 

The most unusual aspect, 
however, are his Vitrograph 
prints. Created without nega¬ 
tives, Vitrograph prints are 
fonned by shining light through a 
piece of pressed glass, such as a 
candy dish, to generate a contact 
print The result is a photograph 
so unique that Zeichner said that 


people often question whether 
or not it is actually a photo. 

“Some of them look like pen¬ 
cil drawings or charcoal draw¬ 
ings,” he said. 

“There’s quite a bit of detail.” 

Even the slightest flaw in the 
glass will show up and add visual 
interest to the finished print, he 
added. His technique is so 
unique that it was covered by the 
specially photographic publica¬ 
tion, Photo Techniques magazine, 
earlier this year. 

This distinct style echoes 
James’ interest in the individual¬ 
ized style he said that he found 
in Zeichner’s work. 

“The presentation is just 
impeccable,” James said. He 
added that while Zeichner tends 
to work with both traditional and 
nontraditional themes, one of his 
strengths is in his presentation of 
atypical images, because 
Zeichner brings in techniques 
and traditions not generally 
found in fine ail photography. 

Zeichner himself said that he 


is particularly pleased by the 
shots from Greece, which were 
created during a recent trip to 
the country with three other pho¬ 
tographers. The remarkable 
part, he said, was that four pho¬ 
tographers could shoot the same 
subject at the same time within a 
10 foot radius of each other, and 


yet have finished products that 
look nothing alike. 

“It’s what I inteipret it’s what 
I see,” he said. 

Zeichner said that he hoped 
the show would help him reach 
out to a new audience who

Local women’s chorus sings 
to help area less fortunate

There’s a sweet sound coming from 
Detroit 

And that sound is coming from a group 
of young, hip and fun women, according to 
Sweet Adelines member Dawn Singh. 

“The image that people get of us is that 
we are a group of old. fat ladies that sing 
old music, but we are not that We’re fun,” 
said Singh. “Our shows are a major pro¬ 
duction. We are energetic, animated and, 
if you let us, we can knock your socks off.” 

The Spirit of Detroit Chorus, part of 
The Sweet Adelines International organi¬ 
zation. is made up of 42 communities and 
92 members from Belleville, Canton, 
Inkster, Northville, Plymouth. Wayne, 
Westland and other Detroit areas. 

The group members support musical 
education in schools and to send their 
message—Harmonize the World—to com¬ 
munities in which they live and work. 
They are dedicated to musical excellence 
through the education, performance, and 
perfection of the art of four-part harmony 
dead. bass, baritone and tenor) a cappella 
singing in the Barbershop style. 

“It’s not a mainstream genre that peo¬ 
ple follow, but we’re trying to change that 
through our shows, education and perfor¬ 
mances,” said Singh. “There are choruses 
out there that are very popular, and I 
believe we are on our way.” 

Singh, a Belleville resident, said that 
barbershop music dates from the 1920s. 
Although men originated the style of 
music, these women are rewriting history 
to keep the music alive. 

The chorus is an all-age-group ranging 
from members aged 14 to 85, all with dif¬ 
ferent backgrounds and professions. They 
perform at churches, do one annual show 
a year and can be hired for private perfor¬ 
mances. They practice every Tuesday to 


improve their singing, as well as the chore¬ 
ography that goes along with their music. 

The Spirit of Detroit Chorus has won 
two regional silver medals, eight regional 
gold medals, and last year attained tenth 
place international status. They have 
been to competitions in Miami, Baltimore, 
Reno, Fort Lauderdale, Orlando, 
Nashville, and Phoenix. Next year, the 
chorus will compete in New Orleans. 

“If we’re lucky enough to get into the 
top 10. we’ll go on to the finals,” said Singh. 

And the chorus is always looking for 
new members to help them win another 
title. 

Women interested in joining are wel¬ 
come to visit one of the practices. 
Candidates’ only requirement is an inter¬ 
est in singing. 

Singh said that she considers the group 
her second career 

“I have an extensive music background, 
but I think that the Sweet Adelines has 
developed a sense of musical ity for me,” 
she said. “If I don’t sing a least once a 
week I get withdrawal. I love it The group 
has been a big support for me, especially 
through the difficult personal experiences 
in my life. They are there for me when I 
need them. They’re my emotional sup¬ 
port” 

The Sweet Adelines have goals in mind 
and Singh has a few of her own, too. 

“Now, I’m just in the chorus, but I hope 
to be in a quartet someday,” she said. 

As for the group, she said within the 
next year, she hopes they can achieve spot 
in the top five at the international compe- 
titioa 

The Spirit of Detroit will perform at 7 
p.m. Saturday at the Ford Community and 
Performing Arts Center in Dearborn. The

Expert to speak about 
portrayal of women in art

The Northville Art House will 
offer a celebration of women in 
art as the final installment in the 
Northville Arts Commission 
Brown Bag Lecture Series 
tomoiTOw. 

Robert Steiner, a speaker with 
the Detroit Institute of Arts, will 
discuss the portrayal of women— 
from wives and daughters to god¬ 
desses and harlots—in art 
throughout the years. Steiner 
said that the topic originated 
after museum volunteers noticed 
that, from gallery to gallery, many 
of the pieces that appealed most 
to visitors featured female sub¬ 
jects. 

Whether the attendees are art 
history scholars or just people 
searching for an interesting way 
to spend an afternoon, Steiner 
said that the project could appeal 
to everyone, regardless of what 
their background knowledge is. It 
has an appeal, he said, that has 
pushed the relatively new topic 
toward an ever-increasing popu¬ 
larity. 

Participants will go on a small 
“virtual tour” of the DIA during 
the event as individual pieces 
from the collection are selected 


to illustrate the overall theme. 
The slideshow presentation will 
represent a timeline of sorts as it 
traces the evolution of the role of 
women in art 

The presentation will begin 
around 700B.C., with a vase 
painted to represent the goddess 
Athena. Steiner said he would 
talk about the vase and how it 
was painted and focus on Athena 
and her role in society. From 
there, Steiner will move on to an 
Egyptian death mask, which an 
unknown artist created to repre¬ 
sent the beauty of a woman he 
most likely did not know in life. 

Steiner will present a total of 
24 slides, ranging from those 
early art forms through to the 
modern era. He said that the 
pieces were selected because 
they each offer a different per¬ 
spective. 

“With the exception of Athena, 
all of the pieces reflect some 
degree of emotion,” said Steiner 
Unlike the goddess on the vase, 
all of the other pieces represent 
an actual woman with whom the 
artist had some sort of relation¬ 
ship. 

Steiner said that this passion 
and interest took various forms 
depending on who was being por¬ 
trayed, and the finished works 


showcase how the artists decided 
to interpret and represent each 
woman. 

“Typically, Rodin and Renoir 
became very intimate with their 
subjects,” he said. He contrasted 
the way women were portrayed 
by these artists with the feel of 
My Daughter Elizabeth by 
American artist Frank Benson, 
which he describes as a joyous 
painting of a young woman the 
artist obviously adored. 

The relationship, and some¬ 
times dichotomy, between how 
the artists represented women 
and how woman were viewed by 
the culture in general will pro¬ 
vide the backbone of the event 

“I very much enjoy having 
someone say, ‘hey, stop a 
minute—let’s talk about this 
some more,” he said. “I like my 
presentations to be conversation¬ 
al. I don’t want to talk at people— 
I want to talk with them.” 

The event will take place from 
11:30a.m. to 1 p.m. tomorrow at 
the Northville Art House. The art 
house is located at 215 Cady St, 
next to the Northville Post Office. 
The charge for the event is $10 
per person. Dessert and coffee 
will be provided, but individuals 
are encouraged to bring a lunch 
with them.

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Watershed Alliance nears OR

A bill that will help create watershed 
alliances across Michigan was approved 
unanimously by the State Senate last 
week. 

Senate Bill 1432, introduced by State 
Sen. Bruce Patterson (R-Canton), would 
allow communities to form state-recog¬ 
nized organizations to restore and protect 
lakes and rivers in their areas. 

“This bill will allow and encourage 
local governments to cooperate in volun¬ 
tary alliances to study, create and enact 
the best plans for a specific watershed,” 
Patterson said. 

The watershed alliances would allow 
communities within a watershed to join 
together on a volunteer basis to address 
surface water management issues, seek 
grants, gifts or contributions from public 
or private sources and advocate for local 
interests before federal, state and regional 
agencies. 

It would not 
allow any of 
the organiza¬ 
tion to levy any 
taxes. 

Kurt Heise, 
director of the 
Wayne County 
Department of 
the Environ¬ 
ment, has 
been a sup¬ 
porter of the 
bill and said 
he is pleased 
to see the leg¬ 
islation app¬ 
roved. 


“Communities throughout Michigan 
with storm water regulations will be able 
to benefit from this bill,” Heise said. 

Other supporters of the bill include the 
state Department of Environmental 
Quality, Southeastern Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG), Van Buren 
Township, Canton Township and Wayne. 

“This legislation would allow local gov¬ 
ernments to come together in a watershed 
alliance to make the process formal,” said 
Dan Swallow, environmental director for 
Van Buren Township. ‘They have found 
that there is not much out there, so we 
have to go out and seek other funding. The 
local governments have to pool their own 
money.” 

The Friends of the Rouge is also sup¬ 
porting the bill. Executive Director 
Carolyne McCaughey said, “This will allow 
(alliances) more strength on the large 
issue of watershed management That 
strength will be beneficial to all water¬ 
sheds.”
